Sparks may fly 
over arena plan 

O Downtown arena framework open to public comment on Oct. 25 
O Dozens set to speak to city council at non-statutory meeting

Next week’s public hearing for the 
downtown arena framework is 
expected to run into overtime, giv¬ 
en the interest already shown by 
would-be speakers. 

“I would expect it to go one day, 
maybe two,” said Coun. Kerry 
Diotte of the hearing slated for 9:30 
a.m. on Oct. 25. “I hope a lot of peo¬ 
ple do show up and I think it’s 
important that they get out and 
speak regardless of how they feel.” 

Diotte, noting he is pro-arena 
but thinks a “better deal” needs to 
be scored, said negative feedback 
he gets from Edmontonians main¬ 
ly surrounds the funding model. 

“We could have negotiated a 
whole lot harder,” said Diotte. 
“We’re going to own the rink but 
not get a cent of the revenue.” 

In the current arena funding 


model, the city would contribute 
$125 million, $125 million would 
come from a per-ticlcet surcharge, 
and the city would raise $125 mil¬ 
lion via a community revitalization 
levy (CRL). 

Diotte said he expects the dis¬ 
senters to include people upset 
with public money going to the 
deal and with questions about the 
remaining $100 million. 

“The deal will not proceed if we 
don’t have $100 million from the 
province.... I haven’t seen anything 
yet that we do,” said Diotte. “Unless 
(Premier) Alison Redford shows up 
at the meeting with a $100-million 
cheque in her hand.” 

As of 3 p.m. yesterday, 30 peo¬ 
ple had registered to give their two 
cents’ worth. 

“I don’t know how many went 
to the page and didn’t register,” said 
Taunya Proudlove, with the city 
clerk’s office. “They’re steady. We’re 
expecting well over 100.”

The Edmonton Catholic 
School District may see 
education funding rein¬ 
vested by the premier in 
classrooms as early as 
next week. 

“People are already 
spending the money,” 
said board chairperson 
Debbie Engel, adding 
schools have been em¬ 
powered to use money 
where it’s needed most. 

“The government gave 


us a lot of flexibility, so 
we have passed that on to 
the principals,” Engel 
said. 

Of its $5.49-million re¬ 
stored funding, $1 mil¬ 
lion will go to paring K-3 
classrooms to 17 students 
and larger grades to 23. 

Special-needs support 
will see $1 million more, 
and English Language 
Learner programs in 
Catholic schools will get 
almost $500,000. 

“We will be able to re¬ 
instate newcomer pro¬ 
grams,” said Engel. 


Alberta Initiative for 
School Improvement 
(AISI) programs will get 
the most — $3.04 million 
— reinvested, Engel said. 

Edmonton’s public 
schools are waiting to 
spend their restored edu¬ 
cation dollars, but board 
chair Dave Colburn said 
students will be the focus. 

“I don’t want to sug¬ 
gest that we would use 
that money only to hire 
teachers,” he said. “But it 
will be inevitable that 
some class sizes will see 
reductions.” 


Board breakdown 


► Board chair Dave Colburn 
said some of the Edmonton 
Public Schools’ $13.1 
million of the $107 million 
restored pie for education 
will go to staffing, includ¬ 
ing support workers. 

► Most of the Edmonton 
Catholic School District's 
funding, $3.04 million, will 
fund programs through the 
Alberta Initiative for School 
Improvement, which covers 
learning teams and 
support services.

The Supreme Court of 
Canada has unanimously 
upheld a lower court’s rul¬ 
ing that linking to a web¬ 
site containing libellous 
material does not in itself 
constitute libel. 

The top court ruled yes¬ 
terday against Wayne 
Crookes, a former Green 
party campaign manager 
who argued that posting 
links to sites with defama¬ 
tory statements was the 
same as publishing the 
defamatory material. 

The website in question 
did not reproduce any of 
the disputed material, nor 
did it make any comment 
on it.

“Making reference to 
the existence and/or loca¬ 
tion of content by hyper¬ 
link or otherwise, without 
more, is not publication of 
that content,” the court 
wrote in its decision.

It happened after Ohio 
game park owner Terry 
Thompson threw open 
their cages and shot him¬ 
self to death in what may 
have been a last act of 
spite against neighbours 
and police. 

As homeowners nerv¬ 
ously hid indoors, officers 
armed with high-powered 
rifles and shoot-to-lcill or¬ 
ders fanned out through 
fields and woods to hunt 
down about 56 animals. 

After an all-night hunt, 
48 animals were killed. 

Three leopards, a grizzly 
bear and two monkeys 


were captured. 

A wolf was found dead, 
leaving a monkey as the 
only animal still loose. 

Jack Hanna, TV person¬ 
ality and former zoo direc¬ 
tor, defended the sheriff’s 
decision to kill the ani¬ 


mals, but said the deaths 
of the Bengal tigers were 
tragic. 

There are only about 
1,400 of the endangered 
cats left in the world, he 
said. 

Thompson, 62, had 


been released from prison 
just last month after serv¬ 
ing a year for gun posses¬ 
sion. 

He had repeated run-ins 
with the law and his neigh¬ 
bours.

The looming menace of 
Moammar Gadhafi hov¬ 
ered over last-push mili¬ 
tary advances by Libyan 
revolutionary forces yes¬ 
terday. 

The fighters battled 
building by building 
against the final pocket of 
resistance in the fugitive 
leader’s hometown, Sirte. 

But the country’s acting 
prime minister warned 
Gadhafi can still cause 
trouble even in hiding. 

“Gadhafi has two op¬ 
tions: Either to destabilize 
any new regime in Libya or 
to declare a separate state 
in the south,” Mahmoud 
Jibril warned. 

Jibril was quoted by the 
pan-Arab Asharq al-Awsat 
as saying Gadhafi is mov¬ 
ing between Niger, Algeria 


and the vast southern 
Libyan desert. 

He has been trying to re¬ 
cruit fighters from Sudan 
to help him establish a 
separate state in the south, 
or to march to the north 


and destabilize the new 
Libyan regime. 

The report underscored 
fears that the inability to 
catch Gadhafi — who es¬ 
caped with two of his sons 
after revolutionary forces 


swept into Tripoli in late 
August — would allow 
him and his supporters to 
wage an insurgency. 

Yesterday, Wissam bin 
Hmade, the commander of 
one of the revolutionary 


brigades, said they had 
Gadhafi supporters cor¬ 
ralled in a 700-square- 
metre residential area of 
Sirte, but were still facing 
heavy sniper fire.

Woman's family waits for justice 

O Winnipeg store owner no longer faces charge of killing shoplifter 


In the two years since 
Geraldine Beardy was 
killed after stealing a $1.89 
can of lunch meat from a 
convenience store, her 
family has waited for some¬ 
one to be held responsible. 

That hope now appears 
dashed. The Crown has 
stayed a manslaughter 
charge against the shop¬ 
keeper accused of assault¬ 
ing her. 

“For any group to come 
in and say that it’s OK to 
beat an aboriginal woman 


over the head over a can of 
Klilc is not OK,” David 
Harper said yesterday. 

Harper is a distant rela¬ 
tive of Beardy — she was 
the daughter of a cousin. 
Harper is also the grand 
chief of the Manitoba Kee- 
watinowi Okimakanalc, 
which represents 30 First 
Nations across northern 
Manitoba. 

Beardy died in Septem¬ 
ber 2009 from injuries she 
received outside a conven¬ 
ience store in a tough Win¬ 


nipeg neighbourhood. 

Police said Beardy was 
hit in the upper body as 
she left the store. She died 
five days later in hospital. 
They charged the store 
owner, Kwang Soo Kim, 
with manslaughter. 

Kim’s preliminary hear¬ 
ing was to start yesterday, 
but the Crown announced 
it had to stay the charge 
because a key witness had 
fled the country to avoid 
charges of his own.

Before services started 
at 10 a.m. PDT, sheriff’s 
deputies directed traffic 
and employees streamed 
toward the company’s 
outdoor amphitheatre. 


Media handlers kept re¬ 
porters from getting too 
close and tried to prevent 
them from speaking with 
employees. 

Music drifted across 
the campus, and employ¬

Idol runner-up 
debuts album 

O Lauren Alaina to ‘make it or break 
it’ with record released last week 


O Country star 
switches label, 
tackles writing 
her own songs 

Martina McBride was look¬ 
ing for that spark you get 
when you know you’ve dis¬ 
covered your true match. 
The country music star 
found it in Scott Borchetta 
and his Big Machine Label 
Group. 

McBride’s new album, 
Eleven, is her first for Re¬ 
public Nashville, ending a 
two-decade association 
with RCA that included 18 
million in album sales. But 
at 45, she finds the switch 
invigorating, and it has 
pushed her in directions 
she never really considered 
before. 

Those days with RCA, 
she says, were good ones 
and the split was amicable. 

“But it’s also good after 
that long being in one 
place, to be able to transi¬ 
tion to a place that has peo¬ 
ple that are just super, 
super excited about you,” 
McBride said. “Sometimes 
in a long relationship, 
there comes a time when 
you just need to shake it up 
a little bit, and this feels 
like the first days when I 
was at RCA. Everything 
feels brand new again, and 
that’s really a great thing, 
especially this far into a ca¬ 
reer.” 

Borchetta was veiy inter¬ 
ested when he learned 
McBride wanted to talk 
about joining his group, 
home to other tops stars 
like Taylor Swift, Reba 
McEntire and Rascal Flatts. 
And why not? She’s one of 
country’s veterans and re¬ 
mains one of its most laud¬ 
ed singers. She’s up for 
female vocalist of the year 
next month at the Country 
Music Association Awards 
again, seeking a record fifth 
win in the category. 

The label head thought 
there was more to McBride 
than the public generally 
sees, though. He encour¬ 
aged her to write more 
songs for Eleven than she 
had on any of her previous 
10 albums, and he also 
thought she should get out 
of town while recording. 

McBride, who also hired 
new management and 
brought in new co-produc¬ 
er Byron Gallimore during 


this period, found the la¬ 
bel’s support liberating. It 
reinforced her growing 
confidence to tackle intimi¬ 
dating things like songwrit¬ 
ing. 

She co-wrote six of the 
11 tracks. There was the 
lead single Teenage Daugh¬ 
ters that arose from a dis¬ 
agreement with her oldest 
daughter. Long Distance 
Lullaby, about being away 
from home, also grew out 


of an idea about three 
daughters. And then 
there’s Always Be This Way, 
loosely inspired by Train’s 
Hey, Soul Sister and Jason 
Mraz’s I’m Yours, which 
she wrote because she “just 
wanted to write something 
fun. I don’t think I’ve ever 
made a record that had so 
much of my attention, es¬ 
pecially since I had chil¬ 
dren,” McBride said.

MARTINA MCBRIDE ON MOVING 
TO A NEW LABEL 


Lauren Alaina is growing 
up quickly. 

The 16-year-old Ameri¬ 
can Idol runner-up has 
spent the past four months 
since the show’s season fi¬ 
nale performing in arenas 
across the country doing 
interviews, music video 
and photo shoots, and 
recording her debut album, 
Wildflower, released last 
week. 

The former high school 
cheerleader is hoping the 
effort will help solidify her 
in the country music 
world, because she realizes 
the stakes are high. 

“I feel like this first al¬ 
bum is kind of malce-it-or- 
brealc-it for me, because I 
just got off national televi¬ 
sion. So people know who I 
am, but they don’t know 
who I am as an artist,” said 
Lauren in a recent inter¬ 
view. “I just feel like this al¬ 
bum is my way of kind of 
putting myself out there 
and showing them exactly 
who I am.” 

Billboard’s associate di¬ 
rector of charts, Keith 
Caulfield, believes Lauren 
is off to a good start. Her 
first single, Like My Mother 
Does, is in the top 40. 

“Even though she has 
Idol as this great platform 
to launch her, she’s still a 
developing artist. You usu¬ 
ally don’t see Idol winners 
with their first single on 
the country charts fly to 
No. 1,” he said. 

“I think both her and 
(winner) Scotty (McCreery) 
are both in a really good po¬ 


sition right now, because 
they’re both young and 
they’re both singing coun¬ 
try music,” he added, not¬ 
ing that the success of 
Taylor Swift has opened 
doors for young performers 
in the genre. 

The 12 songs Lauren 
chose for Wildflower reveal 
experiences she’s gone 
through or stories she re¬ 
lates to on a personal level.

Lauren cut a song Carrie 
Underwood co-wrote, 
called Eighteen Inches. As a 
former American Idol” win¬ 
ner, Underwood has provid¬ 
ed meaningful support to 
Lauren. The two exchanged 
phone numbers, and Lau¬ 
ren asks her for advice 
when she gets upset. Re¬ 
cently, the Georgia native 
was feeling particularly 
homesick and reached out 
to Underwood. 

“I just said, ‘How do you 
deal with being away from 
your family for so long and 
just being gone all the 
time?’ And she said, ‘You 
have to think about all the 
positive stuff that’s going 
on, because you have so 
much going for you right 
now. Your family will al¬ 
ways be there.’ Just hearing 
that from her, knowing 
that she had been through 
what I’m going through, 
just made me feel 10 times 
better,” said Lauren.

Rowan Atkinson, the vener¬ 
able British comic actor, is 
known as much for his 
bumbling, near-silent Mr. 
Bean as he is for the wither- 
ingly sarcastic Black Adder. 
He returns to cinemas this 
year with another of his 
characters, the blundering, 
very un-Bond-lilce British 
spy Johnny English. Bol¬ 
stered by a surprising sec¬ 
ond life on DVD for the 
first film as well as Daniel 
Craig’s revitalization of the 
franchise it mocks, Atkin¬ 
son is hoping his spy has 
staying power. And if over¬ 
seas box office receipts are 
any indication, it does. 

The film has already had 
some impressive success 
around the world. 

Yes, thank you. When you 
hear you’re the No. 1 movie 
in Malaysia and Hong Kong 
and Indonesia and all these 
other places you think, 
Well that’s curious. You 
know, these cultures about 
which I know absolutely 
nothing. Isn’t it interesting 
that they can latch onto 
something like Johnny 
English Reborn and em¬ 
brace it with as much en¬ 
thusiasm as a British 
person would? Or Russia. I 
went to Moscow for a pre¬ 
miere there. That was fasci¬ 
nating — partly in fact 
from watching myself 
dubbed into Russian. I 
thought I sounded slightly 


effeminate, but maybe 
that’s how they see the 
British. It’s probably some 
kind of Russian subtext. 
“Make sure the Brit looks a 
bit effete.” 


Given the success of Mr. Bean 
and Johnny English, do you 
find people expect you to be 
a bit more dimwitted in real 
life? 

Dimwitted? I’m not aware 
of that (laughs). Maybe I dis¬ 
appoint them — either by 
not being dimwitted 
enough or being more 
dimwitted than they 
thought I was going to be. 
Sometimes you get a sense 
of expectation of comedy, 
of a comic persona. When 
they discover that you’re 
not Mr. Bean or anything 
like him, or even quite dif¬ 
ferent — I hope — from 
Johnny English, as long as 


you can be polite and en¬ 
gaging, they might excuse 
you. 


Where did the idea of 
revisiting Johnny English 
come from? 

When the first Johnny Eng¬ 
lish movie came out, peo¬ 
ple thought it was a bit 
cheap and cheerful. A 
“yeah, OK, three good jokes 
but then what?” sort of 
thing. And then it rather 
bizarrely established this 
reputation as a kind of DVD 
movie that children in par¬ 
ticular can watch over and 
over and over again. The 
second re-exploitation, as 
they say; the TV screenings 
and the DVD sales. And 
that’s where Johnny Eng¬ 
lish did surprisingly well. 
And I guess that was a lot of 
the justification for making 
a sequel, from a commer- 


One of the biggest laughs 
in Johnny English Reborn 
is also one of the simplest.

Yes, exactly. What’s good, 
actually, about the Daniel 
Craig thing is not only is he 
good in the part but be¬ 
cause they decided — I’m 
sure, quite rightly — to 
move it into a more serious 
vein, it kind of opened up 
the field a bit for us.

Whitney, at 28, is in the 
sweet spot of his career 
and has the size and talent 
to be Edmonton’s legiti¬ 
mate No. 1 defenceman. 
But there’s a wide gulf af¬ 
ter him. 

Ladislav Smid is a serv¬ 
iceable blue-liner who’s 
not afraid to play rough 
and Tom Gilbert also 
brings size and power-play 


acumen, but otherwise the 
Oilers have taken a lot of 
chances. 

Cam Barker and Corey 
Potter are both projects, 
with Barker having the ig¬ 
nominious task of proving 
his selection third overall 
in 2004 by Chicago wasn’t 
one of the biggest bust 
moves in recent years (Alex 
Ovechkin and Evgeni 
Malkin were the only play¬ 
ers taken ahead of him;

Now granted, the Oilers

This is where some for¬ 
ward thinking comes in: 
Edmonton’s turnaround 
doesn’t have to take long. 
This summer’s mission 
should be to acquire at 
least two sturdy, veteran 
defencemen, even if a high 


draft pick must be parted 
with to get the job done. 
The axiom you can never 
have enough young talent 
only goes so far. The Oilers 
know they have scoring 
and jam up front for the 
next decade. But you can’t 
win it all these days with¬ 
out defence (just ask the 
Washington Capitals of the 
recent past). 

Whitney brings minutes 
and a lot of other qualities 
to the ice but he can’t do it 
alone. And with a check¬ 
ered injury history, Ed¬ 
monton can’t afford to put 
all its defensive eggs in 
one basket.
